For changing the Color of the Hair, from 
Red or Grey to a Brown or Black. 


Dirveetions for Use—ist. Too ‘great 
care cannot be taken to cleanse the hair irom 
grease, as the dye will not take effect unless it 
entirely removed. To do which, wash the hair in 
a solution of about a quart: r of an ounce of peari- 


and, when it has become perfectly dry, is fitted to 
receive the preparation. ~ 

2d. To prevent the Dye from coloring the skin, 
grease the part around the hair which may be liable 
to be touched with it. 

3d. Toapply the Dye, shake it well, so as to 
raise the settling at the bottom; then (having a 
piece of sponge ready, tied tothe end a sinall 
sticz, about an inch wide,) pass a small combin at 
the roots of the hair to prevent the skin becoming 
discolored, pour a little into a cup or glass, comb 
the hair in one direction, dip your sponge into the 
dye, and rub it over the heir until it becomes quite 
wei; let it remain till dry;them comb the bairia an 
opposite direction; repeat it till brown, and so on 
till the hair becomes blsck. The application 
should be made, the persona sitting in the sun, for 
ibe brighter the stmosphere, the finer the dye be- 
comes. If applied at night, or in the damp, it will 
not have the desired effect. S 

4th. The day after the application of the dye, 
wosh the dye in a solution of salt. (Form it of ope 
ounce of salt to one pintof rain water.) This will 
set the color, and give it brillianey. 

Lastly. Vo avoid soiling the Skin or Linen, 
throw a cloth over the shou'ders, wear gloves to 
protect the hands, and should any of the figuid ac- 
cidentally drop upon the skin, wipe it off immedi- 
ately with a wei towel, and be careful not tw take 
overmuch of the dye inthe sponge at once. ht may 
not be amiss to observe, that atier the dye is set, 
washing the hair will rather improve than be any 
injury toit.
